NAVIGABLE T0 THIS POINT

That the Spnake river oan be maae
navigable from ite mounth to Untarlo
and powsibly farther, is the opinion
of John H. Lewis, state soglneer. Mr.
Lewls e quietly working ona gigantio
soheme by whieh the Columbia and
Soake rivers can be made navigable
from the present upper point of navign
tion to Ontario or a point in this
seotion, thus giving the great ioland
emplire country an ontlet to the sea.

His soheme is aleo one which will
bring but littie expense to the states
ns he proposes to have gignutio com-
panies interested In the development
of power to nseist in the work of
ballding the locks and dams neces-
sary to make the two big rivers navig:
nble, Throogh the harnessing of
ithe rivers In several places power
enough oan be genersted to sopply
it cheaply for the big msoufacturing
enterplses, besides furnishing cities
and towns for hundreds of miles
nround apd it s through the big
companies and mapafacturers that
Mr. Lewin contemplatos secariog the
capltal necessary,

northwest und also In the cast and s
pronouneced feasible, The fact that
Wir. Lewis is nn engineor of national
reputation makes the suocess of his
proposition nimost an  sssured fact
nnd one which will likely be realized
